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CHAPTER XXXVI.

AN ACT TO PROVIDE FOR OBTAINING TITLE TO LANDS
BY THE STATE OF MINNESOTA, FOR THE USE OF THE
8TATE.

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota :

The attorney general may, on behalf of the
poinement of ~ gtate, and for the use of any institution requiring for its
tpprats fand s uses such lands, give notice of his intention to apply for
ukea. the appointment of three commissioners to appraise said
real estate and the damage for taking the same to the
distriet court in and for the county where such lands shall
be situated, or to a judge of said court, giving a general
description of the lands to be appraised or taken, and
specify the time and place of such application, which
said npotice shall be published at least once in
each week for three successive weeks, in a newspaper
published in the county where the lands to be
taken shall be situate, or if no newspaper shall be pub-
lished in said county, then in a newspaper published in
the city of St. Paul. At the time and place named in
said notice, the attorney general, for and on behalf of the
atate, muy preseat an application to said district court,
or to a judge thereof, setting forth the name of the insti-
tution requiring said lands, and the general purposes for
which the same are desired to be taken, and particularly
describing said lands, for the appointment of such com-
miggioners ; and thereupon the court, or a judge thereof,
may proceec to appoint three commissioners, who shall
have cognizance of all cases mamed in such application,
and shall have power to appraise the value ot all such
Jands and the damages for the taking of the same; and
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said commissioners, before entering upon the duties of osh o boss-
their office, shall severally take and subscribe an oath to commisdoners.
the effect that they will faithfully perform their duty as

sach appraisers, without partiality and to the best of

their knowledge and ability, which oath shall be filed in

the office of the clerk of the district court of the county

in which the lands to be appraised shall be situate ; and
thereupon such commissioners shall proceed to examine

the premises, in each lot or parcel of land separately,

baving given such notice as they may deem reasonable, *

to the owner, owners, or persons interested in said lands,

and to the guardian of any minor, or insane person,

which notice shall be in writing and shall be served on

such owner, interested person or guardian, if such per-

son shall be a resident of the county where such lands are
situated, and if such person or persons shall not reside

in said county, then by publishing such notice in such
newspaper as such commissioners may select, and for

such time as they may choose ; and at the time and place

named in notice the commissioners shall proceed, or a
majority of them shall proceed, in each case or parcel of

land, tc an appraisement thereof, and of the damages
sustained, or to be sustained by reason of the taking and

use of such lund, and shall make award, in writing, of

such damages ; and shall deliver one copy of such award,

signed by the commisgioners, or a mejority of them, to

the clerk of the district court in and tor such county, to

be by him filed in his office, and shall deliver another

copy of such award to the attorney general, to be by him

filed in his office.

Either party may appeal from such award 8t guen sppeat

any time within thirty days from the filing said award in mey betaken.
